School Tax Rate Goes Up... 

School Committee 
Grants Final 
Budget Approval 


by Joanne Brown 


The Agawam School Committee last Tuesday night 
extended final approval to a 1980-’81 School Depart¬ 
ment budget amounting to $7,657,117. This figure 
represents a 9.8% increase over the ’79-’80 budget. 

School Business Manager James Coon reported that 
reimbursements made by the state are expected to in¬ 
crease by 7%, but even with that, the total budget figure 
will add an estimated $2.75 to the school tax rate. 

“This is an educationally defensible budget,’’ ex¬ 
plained Coon to the members of the School Committee. 
“The Town Council realizes the problems we’re facing 
and they have a record of recognizing the responsible 
budgeting of the School Committee. Now it’s up to 
them to approve our overriding the 4% cap mandated 
by Governor King.” 

Prior to granting final approval to the total budget 
figure, committee members discussed the salary account 
for non-bargained-for personnel, the remaining in¬ 
dividual portion to be considered. This account includes 
the Superintendent of Schools, the Assistant 
Superintendent, the Business Manager, the food ser¬ 
vices director, the attendance officer, secretarial staff, 
and the driver of the school vehicle. 

The committee voted approval of a figure of $ 190,842 
for this section of the budget, an amount which reflects 
as part of the total an increase in salary of 7% for the 31 
staff members involved. 

A final plea on behalf of increasing the daily pay rate 
for substitute teachers was raised by committee member 
Walter Balboni. Continuing his insistence that profes¬ 
sional people who are loyal to Agawam should be given 
at least $35, Balboni again emphasized his belief that a 
“pool” of teachers who will come whenever called 
should be maintained. 

Balboni found support from fellow committeemen 
Tom Ennis and Richard Borgatti, but the total budget 
passed without any provision being included for an 
amount greater than the $30/$32 already agreed upon. 

The committee concluded action for the evening by 
setting the date for their public hearing on this budget as 
April 22nd, the same night as (hey have a Regularly 
scheduled meeting.

Water System 
Improvement Begun 


Superintendent of Public Works John P. Stone 
reports that construction has recently begun on the 
North Agawam Water System Improvement Project for 
which the Department of Public Works received a 
$491,000 grant from the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

According to Stone, P.W. Brown, Inc. of Westboro, 
Massachusetts is the contractor performing the work. 
Fourteen contractors submitted bids on the project with 
the Brown firm offering the lowest price. They have suc¬ 
cessfully completed similar water main construction in 
the Massachusetts communities of Georgetown, 
Amesbury, and Boylston. 

The project involves the installation of new water 
mains beginning on Sufficld Street and continuing on 
Washington Avenue, Ext., Ramah Circle North and 
South, Walnut Street, Extension, Springfield Street, 
Maple Street and ending on Bridge Street. The Brown 
firm hopes to have the project completed by July. 

According to Stone, the new and larger mains will im¬ 
prove water flows available to combat fire as well as in¬ 
crease water pressure and improve water quality for 
domestic services. 

Motorists travelling the above streets during construc¬ 
tion will experience some delays and occasionally a 
detour. All reasonable steps will be taken to keep these

According 10 ihe committee chairman, the council’s 
advertisement of the position at a salary of approx¬ 
imately $25-27,000 may have turned away potential can¬ 
didates. 

“We may look at the salary and increase it at some 
point, but right now, we’ll stick with what we’ve adver¬ 
tised.” 

DeForgc says the search committee will immediately 
begin reviewing the resumes. Several councilors, in¬ 
cluding Council Vice President William Herd, have ask¬ 
ed for a special meeting of the council to discuss the 
resumes.

state that the council will be scrutinizing each candidate 
very carefully and, maybe, we won’t be able to find a 
manager this time around.” 

According to guidelines agreed to by the council, each 
resume is examined in a blind draft. The committee then 
narrows the field to ten resumes. Each must receive 
eight council votes to qualify for the final ten. 

From this point, the field is narrowed to five. Each 
resume must receive ten votes, however, to qualify for 
the final five. Those who do, says DeForge, will receive 
an interview. A two-thirds vote of the council is 
necessary to hire the town manager. 

“I would say it might even be difficult to come up 
with five resumes who receive ten votes for the inter¬ 
view,” said DeForge. 

The committee chairman also would not rule out the 
possibilty that if a second round of the manager search 
is needed, the council many “take a good hard look” at 
Acting Town Manager Edward Caba, despite 
statements by Caba that he “would not take the perma¬ 
nent position under any circumstances.” 

Last week, Caba told the Advertiser/News that he 
would not submit a resume to meet the March 29th 
deadline. Caba cited the town’s political situation as the 
major reason for not applying. 

DeForge acknowledged that the Caba announcement 
dealt a serious blow to the movement of hiring a local 
resident for the position. In February, State Represen¬ 
tative Edward Connelly, the first name mentioned as the 
successor to former manager Peter Caputo, announced 
his intention to seek again a seat in the State House. 

DeForge says he sees “very little chance” that the

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Anxiety Reigns Over 
“Masons Mess”

The Ralph L. Chessman Masonic Lodge last summer, 
consummated an agreement with former Town 
Manager Peter Caputo and the Town C ouncil for the 
leasing of the Old Center l ibrary at $125 per month. 
Unanimously, the council approved the rent agreement 
despite a pending court case between the community 
and the heirs of Minerva Davis, the library’s founder 
and sponsor, over ownership rights. 

The Masons and Caputo also entered into a 
gentlemen’s agreement on the purchase of the building 
from the town if the court case was adjudicated in 
Agawam’s favor. Caputo, no doubt, wanted the town 
to" be free of the facility since the new Cooper Street 
Library was now fully operational. 

Ten months later, much has changed for both the 
town and the Masons. 

First, it was revealed that the Masons could not legal¬ 
ly hold meetings at the library due to the site being zon¬ 
ed for residential use and not for the gathering of 
organizations and lodges. The Planning Board and 
Town Council both disapproved of the Masons’ request 
for proper zoning and Council President Paul Ficldstad 
then thwarted an attempt by the Masons to seek a 
special amendment to the zoning code to allow the

the Masons continue to conduct meetings at the Center 
Library and have scheduled an April 29 opening for a 
section of the building donated exclusively to a library 
facility for community residents. 

Kenneth Lenz, counsel for the Masons, today told 
The Advertiser/News that discussions he has held with 
attorneys for the Davis family indicates they would be 
willing to sell the Center Library to the Masons but 
refuse to capitulate on their contention that the Town of 
Agawam no longer deserves rights to it. Attempts to 
contact Karin Blake, counsel to the Davis heirs, for 
comment proved fruitless. 

Privately, several Mason members, including Ar- 
mand Daviau, spokesman for the lodge, speak harshly 
on the treatment and power politics used by town of¬ 
ficials in trying to solve the disquieting affair. 

According to Daviau, the 430 member Masons came 
to the community in good faith and envisioned that the 
rent agreement would eventually lead to a purchase of 
the Center Library from the town. Daviau refuted com¬ 
plaints that a fully operational Masonic Lodge would

When the new library was completed last spring, the 
town abandoned the center branch. Incensed, the Daivs 
heirs took thcfcase to court where it still awaits judge¬ 
ment.

Since occupying the Center Library, the Masons have 
given the building a complete facelift, at an estimated 
cost of $30,000 in cash, voluntary labor and materials. 

The Masons have installed a new cloak room, painted 
almost-every nook and cranny in the interior, renovated 
the roof, gave new life to a faltering heating and plumb¬ 
ing system, and have policed the grounds to near perfec¬ 
tion.

Nicora wenl on to say: “If for some reason we can¬ 
not negotiate with Kidder Stacy, then we will comeback 
to the council and come up with a second economic plan 
for the parcel. But the airport cannot come before we 
conduct a study.” 

Rheault complained that, previously, the EDIC 
membership had said that Kidder Stacy would settle At 
Bowles without a definite green light on the airport. 
And now, added he, “it appears that Kidder Stacy ac¬ 
tually wants an airport before they will relocate.” 

Rheault predicted that maintaining an airport at 
Bowles could substantially cut into EDIC figures show¬ 
ing that over a 20 year period the bonding order was 
profitable to Agawam. 

Kerr followed Rheault’s example and criticized Kid¬ 
der Stacy for making the airport a condition on their 
planned relocation. Kerr also asked if an buy-sell agree¬ 
ment with the Springfield Newspapers had been 
negotiated, but was assured by Bellico and Acting Town 
Manager Edward Caba that newspaper officials would 
not renege on the prior verbal agreement. 

Despite the apparent impasse with Kidder Stacy, 
EDIC members remain confident that an agreement 
with the Main Street firm can be inked. Several coun¬ 
cilors even said that if Kidder Stacy decides to withdraw 
from the community, as previously threatened, the town 
should buy the Bowles property and continue in its ef¬ 
forts to bring industrial growth here. 


In what seems to be an endless stream of support 
from the town government here, the Agawam Town 
Council unanimously endorsed the completion of the 
controversial Route 57 bypass in a resolution sponsored 
by Councilor Donald Rheault. 

The council’s latest volley of support, coming after 
meetings between the three-member Route 57 commit¬ 
tee and State Representative Edward Connelly, the 
prime sponsor of the 4.5 mile bypass, is, according to 
Rheault, “just another message from the town that 
there is total support of the bypass.” 

Rheault scored "the pundits” who insinuate that'op- 
position to Route 57 exists here anderiticized the Lower 
Pioneer Valley Regional Planning Commission and the 
Pioneer Valley Transit Authority for exercising unfair 
authority over the citizens of Agawam. 

The two regional planning agencies are violently op¬ 
posed to the extension of Route 57 and have forced the 
federal government to withdraw its 75 percent funding 
commitment of the estimated $14.5 million extension. 

The planning agencies claim concern over woodland 
and wetland areas in the Feeding Hills section of town 
and also voice concern over the road’s projected traffic 
impact on the South End Bridge and Forest Park section 
of Springfield as their main thrusts of opposition. 

Because ot the opposition to the project, the Mass. 
Department of Transportation has withheld some $130 
million in highway and transit funds from thi< area until 


either LPVRPC or PVTA approves the project. 

The Rheault resolution will be forwarded to all area 
selectmen and mayors and to area representatives, in¬ 
cluding Connelly, State Senator Alan Sisitsky, Senator 
Edward Kennedy, Senator Paul Tsongas, and Represen¬ 
tatives Edward Boland and Silvio Conte. 

The resolution strongly backed many statements 
made by Connelly since the snafu first exploded over a 
year ago. Connelly has commented that public salcty 
and health are the number one concerns of Agawam and 
that the present Route 57 presents a dangerous situation 
to the public. 

Route 57, a highspeed motorway, narrows into two 
lanes from the Agawam High School to the Southwick 
line and has created intense traffic conditions along the 
Mill and Springfield Streets sections. 

Connelly has also said that the community has met 
each and every requirement of both stale and federal 
governments on the planned extension. 

Connelly complains that appointed officials in the 
LPVRPC and PVTA are overruling the authority of 
area elected officials in the matter. 

In an attenlpt to break the impasse, the two regional 
planning agencies have proposed the formation of a 
task force to get all quarelling parties to meet and seek a 
solution to the boiling controversy. Connelly has agreed 
to cooperate with the task force.

Receives 

Conservationist Award 


At an awards presentation at Springfield Technical 
Community College held last Sunday, Agawam Conser¬ 
vation Commission member Dorothy A.-Nelsen was the 
recipient of the Naturalists’ Club’s Leading Conserva¬ 
tionist Award. 

The Naturalists’ Club, the leading environmental 
organization in Western Massachusetts, honored Mrs. 
Nelsen, a seven-year member of our town’s Conserva¬ 
tion Commission, for her efforts “to substantially con¬ 
tribute to the health, beauty, and permanence of the en¬ 
vironment.” 

Naturalists’ Club spokesman Robert Tynan said the 
organization’s recognition of Mrs. Nelsen coincided 
with a day-long seminar on the environmental field at 
which she was the featured speaker. 

Mrs. Nelsen said of the award, “I was really pleased 
to receive such an honor. It really means a lot to me.” 

Besides her membership on the Conservation Com¬ 
mission, Mrs. Nelsen has been involved extensively in 
other environmental projects both in and outside of 
Agawam. 

She chaired the land acquisition committee that was 
responsible for attaining federal funds for some 40 acres 
of park land in Agawam. She also participated in the ac¬ 
quisition of ten acres earmarked for natural resources at 
the confluence of the Westfield and Connecticut Rivers. 
at the Agawam/Westfield line. 

Mrs. Nelsen participated in the acquisition of funding 
for the Youth Activities Conservation Corps and the 
subsequent restoration and construction of trails and 
park lands for natural and recreational purposes. 

A strong advocate of better planning and zoning 
regulations in our community, Mrs. Nelsen told The 
Advertiser/News that Agawam faces a critical stage in its 
future growth.

Council Urged 
To Reconsider 
Pignatare Plea 

At a recent meeting of the Town Council, 
Frank Pignatare, owner and operator of 
Pignatare’s Service Center on Main Street, ask¬ 
ed the elected fifteen for permission to sell five 
used cars on his lot. 

According to the station operator, the used 
car sales would help supplement his income. 
Pignatare recently purchased the service sta¬ 
tion, and, understandably, told the council that 
the overhead facing a new businessman made 
the car sales a necessity, rather than a luxury. 

We appreciate Pignatare’s position and were 
dismayed that the council refused his request. 
The so-called council moratorium on granting 
used car permits again, was the rule of the hour. 

Most of the opposition to Pignatare’s request 
was forwarded by the management and several 
residents who reside in a town house complex 
directly across the street from the Main Street 
service station. The scope of the dissent focused 
on that 1) Pignatare was already storing U-Haul 
trailers on the property; 2)Pignatare may 
disobey the car license and keep more than five 
cars on the property, thus making the property 
an eyesore; and 3)Pignatare’s venture would 
create an increased traffic burden on the 
residents. 

After examining the arguments, we believe 
them to be both shallow and unfounded. In fact, 
Pignatare took a broken down service station 
and has pretty much cleaned it up, and, is conti¬ 
nuing to do so. 

The Main Street stretch from Kidder Stacy to 
the underp ss before the Route 57 exit already 
is an eyesore and not the fault of Pignatare, but 
of poor zoning practices. Five additional cars on 
a lot will make little difference. 

As for the traffic, the management of the town 
house complex must realize that being situated 
on a heavily used artery such as Main Street is a 
hazard of the area, and a small used car lot 
across the street will not create additional 
traffic problems of any consequence. 

The councilors who voted against helping a 
fellow resident and hard working businessman 
supplement his income should reassess their 
position and grant Pignatare the used car per¬ 
mit if he appears before them in the near future.

The Agawam participants were so elated with 
the parade’s success, some Polish-American 
Club members are already asking Lacienski to 
form a committee to double the town’s par¬ 
ticipation for 1981.

Mr. O’Brien’s pride in 
his team is more than evident as he declares them “the 
best team he’s ever coached.” 

O’Brien has set up practice sessions four afternoons 
per week and insists on the students’ faithful atten¬ 
dance. On three of these days, they focus on specific 
areas of knowledge, and on the fourth, they participate 
in a mock match to help keep their response time sharp. 

O’Brien has arranged to draw on various sources of 
information , often calling on other teachers or com¬ 
munity people to supply questions on detailed areas of 
study. Todd Rovelli has even arranged to get “inside” 
information on the Bible from Sacred Heart Church 
priest Father Richard Ahern. 

The team members openly acknowledge their debt to 
Larry O’Brien for the success they’ve attained thus far. 
Captain Bill Carr expresses the group’s sentiments sav¬ 
ing, “He makes us study everything and was willing to 
take the time, set up the practice schedules, and hold us 
to them. Without him, we wouldn’t have made it this 
far.” 

With over forty teams competing in this quiz show’s 
annual lineup of matches, whether Agawam w'ins or 
loses from this point on, we must recognize that they’ve 
already achieved great honor simply in making the 
playoffs. Should they eventually win the final cham¬ 



pionship, each student gets a $1,000 scholarship and the 
high school receives a larec trophy. 

The quarter-final match against St. Joseph's will be 
televised on May 31st. If Agawam wins, the semi-final 
match will find them in competition with the w inner of 
the Northampton-Pioneer Valley Regional game. The 
winner of that game will then compete against the win¬ 
ner of the Ludlow-Granby match.

Every motorist knows that Massachusetts enacted the 
right turn on red law on January 1. And each of us has 
spent frustrating minutes idling at one of the 70% of the 
state’s intersections where a turn is prohibited. 

At a special hearing recently, it was revealed that 
when the law first went into effect, all but 10% of the 
intersections throughout Massachusetts prohibited the 
right on red turn. Cities and towns are beginning to 
remove the signs, but are proceeding cautiously. 

The 10,000 signs that were posted around the state 
were made by prisoners. The cost was $470,000, and the 
federal government paid 75 percent. 

Each city and town has to decide which intersections 
should allow right turn on red. and that decision is then 
approved by the Department of Public Safety. 
Massachusetts stands to save as much as 2 million 
gallons-of gasoline each year when a right on red is 
allowed at as many intersections as possible. 

The Governor’s deficiency budget was filed recently. 
In it he states that lie needs $48,473,634 more to com¬ 
plete the fiscal year which ends in June. 

The largest single item included in the recommenda¬ 
tion is a $13.5 million increase in the emergency reserve 
for heat and power to meet the rapidly rising costs in 
energy needed to maintain state facilities. 

Oil prices, which have doubled in the past year, now 
account for half of most housing authorities’ operating 
budgets. A total of $6 million is included for state- 
assisted family and elderly housing.

Caba expressed sympathy over the Masons’plight, ad¬ 
mitting that the situation has produced mistrust and will 
continue to do so until a final settlement can be arrang¬ 
ed.

Davis donated $15,000 per year towards operational ex¬ 
penses for the library since 1924 and the town has not 
used the trust fund the past few years. 

According to Daviau, the town “will never see that 
money again” because the Davis family controls the 
trust fund. He added, “I think the Davis’ would release 
the money to us so we could improve upon our library 
which will be open for public use.” 

I.cnz took the issue one step further. He says the 
Masons, regardless of the trust fund’s availability, will 
not withdraw a library commitment for community use 
complying with Minerva Davis’ wish of 55 years ago. 
He says the town deserted the covenant with Mrs. Davis 
and now are answeringfor it to her heirs. Concluded he, 
“The Davfc family kept their end of the bargain. They 
have a strong case and the town just may have to forfeit 
ownership rights to it for not upholding theirs.”

1 enz explained that those believing that the proposed 
zone change would establish a dangerous precedent 
were actually inferring that the Board of Appeals “can¬ 
not be trusted,” explaining, “We seriously doubt that 
the appeals board would grant every club and organiza¬ 
tion in town a similar zone change. That just wouldn’t 
happen.” 

Town officials voice frustration and anxiety over the 
situation and most blame Caputo for the so-called 
“Mason Mess.” 

Fieldstad, one of six councilors voting against the 
zone change, says that the former manager “misled” 
the council since the unanimous vote approving the rent 
agreement was issued without prior knowledge of the 
zoning dilemma. Fieldstad says if the town wins the 
court case, the building will be auctioned to the highest 
bidder. 

Others, like Acting Town Manager Edward Caba, 
who inherited the situation, lend a listening ear to those 
advocating the community again taking charge of the 
buildiSg and converting it into a meeting house or other 
such municipal uses. 

Caba echoes the opinion that the court case created a 
holding pattern on the facility and such an agreement as 
Caputo inked with the Mason’s was poor management.

During this past week, the Guidance Department at 
the high school has received some inquiries from parents 
regarding the preliminary program sheet that was com¬ 
pleted by 9th and 10th graders. The main objective for 
having the students program themselves was for obtain¬ 
ing course counts. We must know the approximate 
number ot students who are planning to enroll in the 
many courses offered at the high school so that a deter¬ 
mination can be made about the courses that must be 
dropped because of insufficient enrollment. 

Many of the 9th and 10th graders will program 
themselves accurately and will not require having any 
program changes. Counselors at both the Junior High 
and the High School willstill see each student individual¬ 
ly and discuss his/her course selection. Once the stu¬ 
dent’s program has been finalized, it will be sent home 
with the student for parental approval. 

In some cases, program changes will be made in June. 
The students who do not meet with success in a given 
course(s) will be counseled concerning the appropriate 
course of action. This action could be either repeating- 
the course in summer school or adding it to his program 
for next vear.

Calling the program the first of its kind in the Greater 
Springfield area, officials of the Pioneer Valley Racquet 
Club today unveiled plans for “Pioneer Valley Tennis 
Camps”, a professional tennis clinic for youths and 
adults scheduled to kickoff next month. 

Ted Lincoln, owner and operator of Pioneer Valley

An 
Olympic pool, a picnic groove equipped with cook-out 
utensils and lights for night tennis are other features of 
the club. 

Manager Beverly Rawson invites local residents to 
stop by and say hello. She says that far to many 
Agawam residents are not aware that the facility caters 
to the family at reasonable costs. 

“One of our problems in the past has been that there 
is an amazing amount of Agawam residents who don’t 
know about our facility and think it’s too expensive to 
join. We are as competitive in price as any other indoor 
facility in the area,” she offered. 

Pioneer Valley Racquet Club sports the most up-to- 
date and sophisticated tennis equipment now available.

“First mate” Bill Kozak of the Polish Club has 
organized a cod, haddock, and what have you trip for 
late in April.

For the first time in its history, the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife developed a package of regula¬ 
tions protecting reptiles and amphibians. 

Twenty-five species of reptiles and amphibians, will 
be fully protected in such a way that they may be taken 
only by individuals holding a special permit to do so, 
issued by the Director of the Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife. 

Other species of reptiles and amphibians may be 
taken throughout the year with a possession limit of two 
except in cases where additional taking has been 
authorized by the director. Two notable exceptions to 
this blanket ruling are the bullfrog and the snapping tur¬ 
tle. Bullfrogs may be taken from July 16 to September 
30 up to a limit of six frogs per day. Snapping turtles 
may be taken at any time in any numbers. Collection of 
reptiles and amphibians for any purpose of sale is pro¬ 
hibited except under a permit issued by the director. 
Skunk owners will need permits as the board revised its 
exemption list recently. The list is extensive but copies 
are available and may be obtained by sending a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope to the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife, 100 Cambridge Street, Boston, 
MA 02202. 

The Division has been urged to develop a sea-run 
trout fishery and to do so with brown trout. At the pre¬ 
sent tiem, sea-run browns occur in the Childs River, the 
Coonamessett River, Mashpee River, Quashnet River, 
Santuit River, and Scorton Creek along with the Parker 
River east of Rte. 95. Each spring, division biologists 
release a number of 8-inch brown trout to encourage 
population development. These fish are not intended to

provide a put-and-take fishery. Instead, they are meant 
to migrate to seas where they grow at a rate of up to one 
inch per month. Those small 8-inch fish released this 
spring will return in 18 months weighing four pounds or 
more and stretching to 22 inches in length. To protect 
the budding sea-run trout fishery, anglers are asked to 



release any brown trout under 10 inches taken in any of 
the above-named rivers. 

Sixty-five thousand salmon parr, some of which are 
the first generation of pure strain Connecticut River 
fish. 17,500 pre-smolts were released in imprint pools at 
the confluence of the Connecticut and the Salmon 
Rivers, and another 17,500 \*ere placed in a holding 
pool at the Holyoke Dam and 10,000 were released 
directly into the river through the tailrace below the 
dam. their progeny are now ready for imprinting. They 
will be held in pools for about four weeks. Then as they 
lose their parr marks and acquire the smolt’s silvery ap¬ 
pearance, they will begin their seaward migration and it 
is hoped that they will return, two years hence, as part 
of a larger and improved Connecticut run of spawning 
salmon.
